tive Foster of Vermont, ranking minor-

WASHINGTON, 'April 3.—Assurances 


that .foreign interests in Mexico will be 
protected are made by Francisco I. Ma- 
dcro, Jr., president of the provisional 
government of Mexico in a communica- 
tion addressed to Secretary 
of State 


Knox and the diplomatic representatives 
of other interested governments. 


Jn setting forth at. considerable length 


the reasons which impelled the insurrec- 
tionary movement in Mexico the note de- 
clares that it was because the people o£ 
Mexico had exhausted every legal snd 
peaceful recourse to obtain the much 
needed reforms; that it is patriotic-be- 
cause it h'as no other object than to es- 
tablish a constitutional regime in Mexico 
and finally, necessary "because for many 
years the Mexican people have never had 
justice meted out to them, and have liv- 
ed without enjoying the guarantees and 
privileges .which the laws provide."

most blinding, tlie drag road committee 
of the Racine club, father of the move- 
ment in this county, "blazed the trail" 
from Racine to KcnoshA, and then north 
to the county line. The entire route 
was inspected by the committee, which 
is composed of Harry Alschuler, Horace 
Simms, Floyd Jackson, B. Hinrichs, 
George Schmitz and W. F. Sawyer. 


Club Puts Up Money. 


While the proposition is one of the 


biggest ever undertaken by a, .local or- 
ganization, the club has the money nec- 
essary to complete the work, which once 
started will be rushed. 


The route through this county will be

BAHK OF ENGLAND NOTES. 


About the year 1819 a great outcry 


was raised against the Bank of England 
for not adopting a style of note that 
could not bo imitated, at the same time 
preventing the sacrifices of life punish- 
ment for forgery being death. The sub- 
ject at laat became BO pressing that the 
government appointed commiBuioners to 
investigate the cause of the numerous 
forgerkm, and whether a mode could be 
devised whereby the forging of bank 
notes might be prevented. 
Tho result 


was the bank note of today. The color 
of the paper is peculiar and cannot be 
imitated exactly by counterfeiters ex- 
cept at great expense. The combined 
thinness and strength of the paper are 
»l«o unique. It is mado in sheets large 
enough Tor two notes. Each note, be- 
fore it is sized, weighs about eighteen 
grains, and if then doubled, it m strong 
enough to suspend a weight of thirty- 
six pounds. 
Peculiar, too, is the texture of the 


paper. It has a crisp feel, invariably 
the same, and such that bank clerks 08 
experience can readily detect forgeries 
by this fact aione. Then the wire mark, 
impressed in the making by a frame, 
coetly to make and difficult to use, is 
practically inimitable. 
Each note has 


thin, rough edges, uncut, not to be pro- 
duced by any mode of cutting paper 
that is not made expressly far the pur- 
pose. 
The paper for printing is dampened

THE APRIL STARS. 
'The observer will at once notice 
the unuwal position of the Great 
Dipper. In November we saw H. be- 
low tie Pole, apparently resting to 
an upright position on the «w«nd, 
and as tlie months wc»t by It climbed 


easily. For when the bodies are lov 
In the sky It is only necessary to 
lold a paper or other opaque object] 
In such a position that all the ground 
and trees and other things on our 
earth which seem to be between us 
and them are hidden from our view, 
when they at once shrink to their 
usual sizes. 
Tho possessor of a small telescope 


will flnd many most Interesting ob- 
jects in this region. The stars at A 
and B are most beautiful doubles, 
and both are most satisfactory ob- 
jects for observation, even with a 
very small telescope. The- double at 
A is a real system of two suns that 
revolve about one another, one of 
them being of a whitish blue color 
and the other pale emerald. It has 
been recently found thit the brighter 
of these is Itself made up of two 
SUBS, 140,000.000 of miles apart, 
which revolve around one another In 
only 104 days, so that they move with 
the enonncuB speed of 100 mil«s a 
second. These two suns together 
weigh 40 times as much as our own 
sun. North of this remarkable triple 
wrstera there is the faint little Rider, 
known to the Arabs as Aleor, or the 
Ixjgt or Neglected One, 
Almost in a straight line between 


F and D, but a little nearer the lat- 
ter, there IB a wonderful brilliant red 
at*r C, known as La Superba, which 
'is the brightest star of its class in th« 
sky. These kinds of stars are be- 
lieved to be suns so old that their 
light is nearly smothered under tbe 
lieavy vapors which surround them; 
they are suns whose life history Is 
nearly over. AH of the stars of the 
Great Dipper, except tfte one at B, 
are not, bluish stars in nearly tie 
condition of Slriuo; the star B has 
progressed so far la it» development 
that ft Is in almost exactly the same 
state as our own sun. Tbls tost sun 
has a smaller sun revolving- around 
it, and tie two are approaching us 
at the rate of 11 miles a second.^

It has been the case with other laws 


where the community was affected that 
•where legislatures had made exemptions 
in classes affected by the bill, or had 
nude different applications, Ihe courts 
have held as unconstitutional. So in con- 
aiderinp a measure of the great impor- 
tance as Lhis, in discussing in nil friend- 
liness towards certain forms of labor or 
the extent of labor as relating to em- 
ployers, one mual divest 
himself of 


sympathy and consider the law as a 
whole. Therefore it can be said if it is 
the intention to make a legal proof em- 
ployers' liability law, such law must ncc- 
easarily embrace all who employ labor. 
While a law may not permit separation 
into classes, where machinery is employ- 
ed worked eitner by hand or power, it 
may possibly differentiate such as house- 
hold labor, office labor, labor in caring 
for animals. But the understanding is 
differences may not be made where the 
form is substantially the same. If the 
law is to protect workers engaged in 
manual industries where machinery is 
employed, either hand or power, that 
may be one thing, and if intending to 
embrace all varieties of human labor, an- 
other thing. 


But in any case the laws permit recov- 


ery of damages for injuries and for fatal- 
ities by the dependents left. Despite all 
r«w state laws Ihis cannot be taken 
away from the people. So it does seem 
from the angles of view that provisions 
are proper where in the bill such pro- 
vides, and should provide, if workers pre- 
fer not to accept the new law, in such 
case they then accept the general run of 
statutes. Of course 
if 
workers 
sign 


agreements to accept the new law, thai 
would legally Ihen bar them from re- 
sorting to both the special law and the 
general laws. This view does not take 
in the employer as understood, for these 
must abide the decisions of his employes, 
who must signify as to what remedy 
they will prefer. The employer as in- 
ferrtd, has no choice, for he nor she, can 
choose B« to accepting any new special 
liability law. 


In the law as proposed the old negli 


gent pleas arc superceded. The negli- 
gence plea is left still to the small em- 
ployer of four or less, bill employers over 
that ar« deprived of that defense. There 
are two grade* of negligence, one that of 
injury or fatality through carelessness or 
negligence of a fellow workman, the oth 
er of negligence or contributory negli 
gence by injured or killed employe him- 
self or herselfl. This law wipe* out, as 
understood, both forms in the classes sub 
ject to the law. But m&ny will believe 
that personal negligence or contributory 
negligenco of the person should not be 
eliminated. At any rate until the hear 
ings are completed as understood will be 
this week, the exact text of the propos 
ed law can not be given. In the severa 
tentative forms this negligence featur 
was variously treated and possibly OIL 
personal negligence may be a factor in 
determining responsibility. 


But there is a better way. This is for 


the state as has Washington, to adop' 
a general compensatory law. The state 
itself collects a tax, deemed sufficient to 
form a proper sized fund, from -which the 
stale pays for all kinds of injuries an< 
compensation to families of those killed 
The law provides a scale as to injurie; 
and ea to fatalities a fixed sum is provid 
ed for. This state assumption of th 
risk seems to be one of exact justice 
and aa of much, easier burden to th

ployers. This state tax is levied onl;

Public service corporations, however, 


admit of no argument. For the best of 
•easons the general government should 
TOSsess ample authority over railroads, 
transportation lines of all nature, tele- 
graphs, telephones, and over such occu- 
pations as that of mining. Upon this 
phase of the corporation quefttion, trusts 
ind public service monopolies, for such 
these are from necessity, is being ad- 
vanced the propo«i*ion that national leg- 
'slution may provide on and after passage 
of the law" that no corporation author- 
iz<xl in one slate shall do business in aa- 
other, this being interstate commerce by 
virtue of its one stale corporation pa- 
pers alone. This would mean corpora- 
tions could nol by virtue say of a New 
Jersey or South Dakota corporation, en- 
ter Wisconsin and do business in viola- 
tion of its state laws. In other words, 
no stole could possibly authorize its cor- 
poration creations to do business outside, 
except such creation precisely conformed 
to state laws as home inslitut-ions are 
compelled to. 


If states would enact concurrent legie- 


lation no difficulty could arise on either 
branch of the proposition. The serious 
feature of leaving regulation alone to 
the slate, is Ihe ease -with which state 
laws are shirked, Ihe political workings 
as in our own state, and the differing 
features of protective laws. This as con- 
nected with the great traniporntion cor- 
porations is discerned 
without 
much 


straining, for wisdom would dictate the 
federal 
authority control, leaving 
the 


states with authority as to the police 
power. To what extent this should go 
as to passenger and freight ratos, is as 
much under discussion as ever, and it is

With, the average worth of hu- 
na-n life compared at around $4,000, the 
xact average as computed being around 
3J800, one may for hiraeelf compile 
what it costs Iho world from month to 
month. 


Of all the vehicles propagating diseases 
nd epidemics, water contamination, im- 
ure air, impure foods, are the lending 
actors. Yet the slayers go on in their 
eadly' work, not always of finishing off 
heir victims, but as often leaving them 
n the gra.sp of other forms of diseases, 
more lingering, that is all. 


Impure air, disease conveying water, 


and insanitary premises arc readily- com- 
tollable, 
ea-sily " preventable, and while 


nlightened communities are now realiz- 
ng the perils and commencing to take 
preventive means,' yet the insidious kill- 
ng and maiming ptagues continue rav- 
ages, not, always in such wholesale lots,

Let us place our 
warships in the Pacific, place our army 
on a war footing, as well as the navy, 
and fortify our seaports.

CATTLE RECEIPTS THE SAME 


Figures Show But Little Variation Over 


Those of Preceding Years—Shipments 


of February Packing House Products 


Differ Little From Those of Past Years 
—Meat Stock Is Heavy. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., March 31.—A 


moderate increase of the live stock re- 
ceipts at the seven principal interior 
markets of the country is shown by the 
February report of the Bureau of Statis- 
tics of the Deportment of Commerce and 
Labor. This improvement is due mainly 
to the larger supply of hogs and sheep. 
Notwithstanding the shorter month, re- 
ceipts of hogs at the seven markets, 1,- 
695,415 head, exceeded largely like re- 
ceipts 
during the 
previous 
winter 


months. As compared with the average 
February receipts for the preceding five 
years, a decrease is shown of about S 
per cent, though the Februn.ry receipts 
during the current year were over 12 
per cent heavier than in 1910. With the 
exception of Sioux City all the larger 
packing centers show considerable gains 
since last year, especially large in the 
case of Chicago, St. Louis, Kansas City, 
and St. Joseph. 


No Change In Cattle. 


The cattle receipts for the mouth, 575,- 


730 head, show but slight variation from 
the February figures of the preceding 
two years. As compared with last year's 
figure?, some gs.ins are reported for Kan- 
sas City, St. Paul, and Sioux City, while 
Chicago, Omah.i., St. Louis, a.nd St. -Jo- 
seph show smaller totals than the year 
before. 
An increase of almost 43 per 


cent in the inbound movements of calves, 
as compared with the February average 
for the preceding Jive years, is another 
notable- fact brought out in the reports 
i'rora five packing house centers, which 
specify this class of animals as distinct 
from cattle. 


Receipts of iheep for the month. "SO.- 


73.") head, were also much larger 
than 


during February of the preceding years,, 
the excess over the monthly average for 
the preceding live years amounting to 
over 12 per cent.

340,015 head of sheep to its credit, shows 
an increase over the February, 1010. to- 
tal of almost 121").000 head.

No Change in Shipments. 


The February shipments of 
packing 


house products from Chicago, 158,194,925 
pounds, show no appreciable change from 
the corresponding figures of the imme- 
diately preceding years. The marked de- 
cline in the monthly volume 
of ship- 


ments which dates back to the year 1909 
and which affected chiefly the shipments 
of fresh b*ef and cured meats, besides 
those of lard, continues. As compared 
with the February, 1910 figures, the ship- 
ments of beef, both fresh and cured, 
show large decreases while thos« of lard, 
and particularly canned meats, substan- 
tial gains. The increase in shipments of 
canned meats became marked first in 
October, 1910, sine* when they contin- 
ued on a considerably larger scale than 
for the preceding three years, the, Feb- 
ruary, 1911 figures being about, three 
times as large as the February, IflOS and 
1910, shipments, while the figures for 
the first two months of the year, 21,573,- 
500 pounds, compare even more favorably 
•with the like figures for the first two 
months of the earlier years. Inasmuch as 
the export demand for canned meats 
shows no favorable, turn, it is apparent 
that the larger shipments went to sup- 
ply the wants of domestic consumers. 


Meat Stock Big. 


The stocks of meat at five princi- 


pal packing house cantors on the last of 
February, -203,63(5,051 pounds, were the 
largest reported since the summer of 
1609. The export, situation with regard 
to food animals and meat products, as 
revealed by tha export figures for the 
eight months ending 
with February, 


shows a further unfavorable turn, since 
the immediately preceding year, though1 


the full significance 
of 
the 
recent 


changes in tbe volume of exports can be 
'seen better when comparisons are made 
between present year figures and those 
for some earlier year. Thus the number 
of cattle exported 
during

months ending February, 1911, was 78,- 
733 head,'as against 371.-292 head fiv6 
years before, while the value of all ani- 
mals exported during the eight months 
declined from $29,615,579 in 1906 to $10,- 
159,388 in 1911. The exports of fresh, 
beef which for the eight months ending 
February, 1906, aggregated 174,313,197 
pounds, "declined to 28,327^032 pounds in 
the corresponding period of the present 
fiscal year. The exports of piokled pork 
declined from 99,216,392 pounds to 26,- 
611,098 pounds, those of cured beef from 
60,525,948 pounds to 25,888,993 pounds, 
those of bacjjn froifl 237,047,073 pounds 
to 93,427,108 pounds, those 
of 
harm 


from 133,800,082 pounds to 93,837,272 
pounds and those of lard from 520,633,- 
791 pounds to 272,368,664 pounds. The 
total value of meat products exported

Fourteen Are Unearthed Beneath Knoll 


Where Hundreds Camp Near Lake Del- 
avan By the Phillips Brothers. 


LAKE DELAVAN, Wis., March 29.— 


Out of a knoll that for years has form- 
ed the playground of thousands of Chi- 
cago people during the summer months, 
Phillips Bros., owners of Lake Lawn 
farm, have just dug fourteen human 
skeletons, and the probability is that 
still other finds will oe unearthed. 


For years it has been suspected that 


the big mound on which several Chicago 
church choirs have been accustomed to 
camp, one after another, 
in 
different 


years, contained rich Indian relics, but 
no one seemed to make a move toward 
exploration. 


As the result of an argument as to 


what was hidden in the mound, the own- 
ers of the place dug down- eight feet and 
raked out1 skeletons which are probably 
the largest specimens of' the red race 
.found in southern Wisconsin. Two oi 
the skeletons were found in a sitting 
posture. All were buried in' a stone- 
floored, and walled pit, over .which a 
solid clay slab had been placed.
